29—(/P) —E v -, 
idence of great earthquake-pro­ 
ducing stresses in the 
earth’s 
crust between North and South 
America has been brought 
to 
Washington by Dr. F. A. Vening 
Meinesz, world famous 
Dutch 
geodesist, after a 
two-months 
cruise with the nav y 
scientific 
ex pedition aboard the 
United 
States submarine S-21. 
With this ev idence, much of it 
hitherto unknown 
to 
science, 
comes a suggestion that the two 
continents are pressing, imper­ 
ceptibly , but with 
incalculable 
force, toward each other. It dis­ 
closes clearly , Dr. Meinesz say s 
that the same kind of 
stresses 
which, in past geologic 
ages, 
piled up mountains and left deeD 
scars on the continents 
until 
equilibrium 
was reached, 
are 
still ex erting their awe inspir­ 
ing power beneath the oceans. 
The most striking discov ery of 
the ex pedition was the ex istence 
of a great rift in the 
earth’s 
crust ex tending through the 47 00 
fathom nares deep, north of Por­ 
to Rico, westward to n 
point 
north of the eastern end of Cu^ 
ba. Similar unstable conditions 
were discov ered, to the scientist’s 
surprise, in the ex tensi\*e 
so- 
called Sigsbee 
Deep, 
in 
the 
southwestern part of th e ^ u lf of 
Mex ico, which is not, strictly , a 
"deep” at all but 
merely 
the 
deepest part of the gulf, reach­ 
ing down 2200 fathoms, o*- more 
than two sea miles. Like stresses 
also were found between 
Cuba 
and J amaica, in the 
Bartlett 
Deep, which goes down 37 5 0 fa­ 
thoms. 
The ex istence of these stresses 
was discov ered bv measuring v ar­ 
iations from normal in the force 
of grav ity in the ocean bed with 
t delicate apparatus dev ised by 
Dr. Meinesz to make such deter­ 
minations possible at sea. This 
dev ice makes use of the 
well 
established knowledge that 
the 
null of grav ity can be* measured 
by its effect on a swing pendu­ 
lum, instead of a single oepdu- 
lum. the Meinesz apparatus in­ 
cludes three, swinging in differ­ 
ent directions, permitting 
ac­ 
curate observ ations when 
the 
pitchin afid rolling of the sub­ 
marine in which it is mounted 
has been sufficiently modified by 
submergence to a. depth of 7 5 or 
8 5 feet. A sonic, depth finder also 
was used throughout the trip. 
In addition to Dr. Heinesz, th e’ 
scientific work was carried 
out 
bv Dr. Fred E. Wright of Carne­ 
gie institution of 
Washington, 
and Elmer B. Collins of the hy ­ 
drographic office of the 
nav y .

week or more often.

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OUTCOME OF TALKING PICTURES. 
Just what 
effect talking 
motion pictures 
will have on the business, is now the subject of 
much discussion among the American producers, 
as America is regarded as.the leader of the bus­ 
iness in the film world. 
The discussion 
may 
be 
confined to two 
angles. 
First, the result that may be had here 
at home, and secondly , the result that may come 
to the prestige of American made films in for­ 
eign countries. 
Will an American audience remain content 
to sit for an hour and half through a motion 
picture in which the voices and various sounds 
are heard, or does this audience prefer the silent 
screen, with titles and sub-titles to guide them. 
On the other hand it 
is not likely that 
a German French or Spanish audience will flock 
to a picture show in their country , when all of 
the speaking is done in a tongue unintelligible to 
them, even if the picture itself was of undoubted 
merit. 
The taiking pictures, sound pictures and the 
like are all in their experimental stages as y et, 
and may prove only as a novelty for a time. 
The concern, however, is with the producers, who 
look upon them with anxiety , because if the 
.novelty developes into a real demand, it will 
change the complete operation of the studios. 
High priced stars who lack stage voices will 
not be the only ones affected by general produc­ 
tion of the talking movies.* The entire technique 
ox the industry is on the verge of upheaval. 
A 
most important change is that directors, who 
hitherto have bawled their instructions through 
megaphones while the cast is in action, must 
learn to rehearse their play ers and then lapse 
into slience, throwing the actors on their own 
resources while they register their voices as well 
as their faces. 
Play ers, no m atter how charming 
they may appear in pantomime, who 
cannot 
carry their parts without a running fire of verbal 
direction are due for an early banishment.

This committee found that some products 
are manufactured in thousands of sizes when 
comparatively few were (necessary . 
The new 
sy stem can be applied with saving to such varied 
commodities as bread and machinery , handbags 
and packing cases. 
The new size sy stem — known as “preferred 
numbers” would eliminate slight differences for 
which no need exists. 
As sizes became larger 
the difference between successive sizes would be­ 
come greater. 
Sizes are increased by a fixed percentage un- 


TRAIL BLAZER NEAR DEATH. 
Ezra Meel*er, who blazed the Oregon trail 
seventy -six y ears ago, and who is now rapidly 
nearing his century mark of existence, is re­ 
ported in newspaper dispatches as being serious­ 
ly ill, and has probably made his last trip. 
Few people are living today who do not re­ 
call Mr. Meeker with his oxen team. 
After his 
first trip 7 6 y ears ago, he made several other

Four y ears ago he made the same trip across 
the country in an airplane and blazed a new trail. 
It was a marvelous story of achievement —from 
the ox team day s to the period of conquering the 
air. 
It calls to mind the daring trip that Meeker 
made through the wilderness, the thrilling ex­ 
periences with marauding Indians and the chol­ 
era scourge which ho endured. 
The Meeker movers were joined by others 
who turned their faces toward the new land and 
no story of the wild west has more incidents of 
comedy and tragedy than the new famous jour­ 
ney into the unexplored northwest. 
Where this pioneer battled with mud, In­ 
dians and plagues, automobiles now travel with 
ease, motorists finding paved roads and conven­ 
iences on every hand, that civilization in its 
sweep through the west has brought along. The 
old National Trail which Meeker traveled in that 
early day appeared as a white thread as he flew 
in the air convey ance. 
The astounding developments that this bare 
three-quarters of a century has brought makes 
the blood tingle in the veins of an American cit­ 
izen and sets his brain in a whirl when he tries 
to imagine what the future holds in store. 
When Ezra Meeker 
passes on to his final 
summons, the people will long remember 
his 
prominent part as a trail blazer and his name 
will go down as one of the great makers of 
history .

crust' between'North and South 
America has been brought 
to 


Washington by Dr. F. A. Vening 
Meinesz, world famous 
Dutch 


geodesist, after a 
two-months 


cruise with the navy scientific 
expedition aboard the 
United 


States submarine S-21. 
With this evidence, much of it 


hitherto unknown to science, 
comes a suggestion that the two 
continents are pressing, imper- 
ceptibly, but with incalculable 
force, toward each other."It dis- 
closes clearly, Dr. Meinesz says 
that the same kind of stresses 
which, in past geologic 
ages, 


piled up mountains and left deep 
scars on the continents 
until 


equilibrium 
was reached, are 


still exerting their awe inspir- 
ing power beneath the oceans. 


The most striking discovery of 


the expedition was the existence 
of a great rift in the 
earth's 


rust extending through the 4700 
atnom nares deep, north of Por- 
o Rico, westward to a 
point 
riorth of the eastern end of Cu- 
ba. Similar unstable conditions 
were discovered, to the scientist's 
sunwise, in .the extensnjfe .. so- : 
called Sigsbee 
Deep, in the-

trail of gravity can be" measured 
by its effect on a swing pen-dtir 
lum. instead of a single neqdu- 
lum. the Meinesz anoaratus inT 
eludes three, swinging in differ- 
ent directions, permitting 
ac- 


curate observations when 
ttiS 
pitchin aftd rolline of the subj 
marine in which it is mounted 
has been suffl"ientlv modified by 
submergence to a depth of 75 or 
85 feet.

Bacterium pruni, one of the 


worst menaces to 
the peach 


growers of the state because.; of 
the damage it causes to trees 
and fruits can be controlled by 
a system of spraying discovered 
only this year by Leslie Pierce, 
entomologist at Vincenne.-,, Ind., 
for the U. S., department of Ag- 
riculture and the Purdue Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment 
station. The disease is a-fungus 
which fills the leaves full oi 
holes and causes cracks m wie 
fruit preventing shipment 
> and 


handling. Pierce will speak 
at 


the annual meeting of the In- 
diana Horticultural Society. at 
Indianapolis Dec. 6 and 7 when 
he will discuss the new control 
measures he has. developed after 
extensive experiments. Besides 
Pierce's talks a number of other 
speakers are on the program for 
discussions on fruit production 
and marketing problems. 


Eggs which are being shipped 


by Indiana producers direct to 
eastern markets are bringing 
from 50 to 60 cents a dozen, de- 
pending on their quality, ac- 
cording to E. R. Menefee of. the 
Purdue University poultry staff 
Menefee, who. is investigating 
this subject, found 
a farmer 


near Mentone shipping sixteen 
cases of eggs a week and getting 
the top prices because none o' 
his eggs were more than sever 
days old. Menefee has the fol-

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OUTCOME OF TALKING PICTURES. 


Just what 
effect talking 
motion pictures 


will have on the business, is now the subject of 


as America is regarded as .the leader of the bus- 
iness hi the film world. 


The discussion 
may be confined to two 


angles. First, the result that may be had here 
at home, and secondly, the result that may come 
to the prestige of American made films in for- 
eign countries. 


Will an American audience remain content 


to sit for an hour and half through a motion 
picture in which the voices and various sounds 
are heard, or does this audience prefer the silent 
screen, with titles and sub-titles to guide them. 


On the other hand it 
is not likely that 


a German French or Spanish audience will flock 
to a picture show in their country, when all of 
the speaking is done in a tongue unintelligible to 
them, even if the picture itself was of undoubted 
merit. 


The talking pictures, sound pictures and the 


like are all in their experimental stages as yet, 
and may prove only as a novelty for a time. 
The concern, however, is with the producers; who 
look ^pon them with anxiety, because if the 
.novelty developes into a real demand, it will 
change the complete operation of the studios. 


High priced stars who lack stage voices will 


not be the only ones affected by general produc- 
tion of the talking movies, v The entire technique 
of the industry is on the verge of upheaval. A 
most important change is that directors, who 
hitherto have bawled their instructions through 
megaphones while the cast is in action, must 
learn to rehearse their players and then lapse 
into slience, throwing the actors on their own 
resources while they register their voices as well 
as their faces. Players, no matter how charming 
they may appear in pantomime, who cannot 
carry their parts without a running fire of verbal 
direction are due for an early banishment. 


WOULD STANDARDIZE THINGS. 


One of the huge wastes in industry today Is 


that of odd sizes of products in common use, and 
an effect toward gradual elimination of these 
differences is considered by the American En- 
gineering Standards committee. 


This committee found that some products 


are manufactured in thousands of sizes when 
comparatively few were (necessary. 
The new 


system can be applied with saving to such varied 
commodities as bread and machinery, handbags 
and packing cases. 


The new size system — known as "preferred 


numbers" would eliminate slight differences for 
which no need exists. 
As sizes became larger 


the difference between successive sizes would be- 
come greater. 


Sizes are increased by a fixed percentage un- 


-d-r the system of preferred numbers. 
Thus, if 


six curtain rods from one foot to ten feet in 
length, inclusive, are needed, the sizes would be 
1,1.6, 2.54 4, 6, and 10 feet respectively, each being 
sixty per cent larger than the next smaller. 


The same numbers could be used for still 


larger sizes. Thus, for rubber tubing the stand- 
ard lengths might be 10, 10, 25, 40, 60 and- 100 
feet.The American Engineering Standard Com- 
mittee, which acted as the central administrative 
body in the study of preferred numbers, is a 
national standardizing organization made up of 
representatives of national associations, indus- 
trial groups, and federal government deturers 
association. 


TRAIL BLAZER NEAR DEATH. 


Ezra Meeter, who blazed the Oregon trail 


seventy-six years ago, and who is now rapidly 
nearing his century mark of existence, is re- 
ported in newspaper dispatches as being serious- 
ly ill, and has probably made his last trip. 


Few people are living today who do not re- 


call Mr. Meeker with his oxen team. 
After his 


first trip 76. years ago, he made several other 
transcontinental trips, 
selling 
postcards and 


souvenirs along the route. 


Four years ago he made the same trip across 


the country in an airplane and blazed a new tr^il. 
It was a marvelous story of achievement —from 
the ox team days to the period of conquering the 
air: It calls to mind the daring trip that Meeker 
made through the wilderness, the thrilling ex- 
periences with marauding Indians and the chol- 
era scourge which ho endured. 


The Meeker movers were joined by others 


who turned their faces toward the new land and 
no story of the wild west has more incidents of 
comedy and tragedy than the new famous jour- 
ney into the unexplored northwest. 


Where this pioneer battled with mud, In- 


dians and plagues, automobiles now travel with 
ease, motorists finding paved roads and conven- 
iences on every hand, that civilization in its 
sweep through the west has brought along. The 
old National Trail which Meeker traveled in that 
early day appeared as a white thread as he flew 
in tile air conveyance. 


The astounding developments that this bare 


three-quarters of a century has brought makes 
the blood tingle in the veins of an American cit- 
izen and sets his brain in a whirl when he tries 
to imagine what the future holds in store. 


When Ezra Meeker passes on to his final 


summons, the people will long remember 
his 


prominent part as a trail blazer and his name 
will go down as one of the great makers of 
history.
